Well here we are in the busy 
spring season again. If the weath- 
erman co-operates everyone will be 
in field and garden these coming 
days. And “like-as-not” you won't 
have much time to spend baking. 
So why not mix up this “make your 
own mix” right now and have it on 
hand to whip up something quick 
for dessert. 

Make Your Own Mix 

2 cups shortening 

9 cups sifted flour 

1 tablespoon salt 

% cup (4 tablespoons) 

baking powder; double-acting 
like Calumet or Blue Ribbon, 
or phosphate type like magic. 

Combine sifted flour, salt, and 
baking powder. Stir well. Sift in- 
to a large bowl or on to heavy 
paper. Add shortening. Use finger 
tips or pastry blender to distribute 
shoriening throughout dry ingredi- 
ents until the mixture resembles 
coarse cornmeal. The “make-your- 
own mix” is now ready to uSe or 
store jn a closed canister on your 
pantry shelf. 

Shortening must be of the type 
not requiring refrigeration, such as 
Swiftening. In using mix, spoon it 
into cup. Do not sift or pack it. 

Using this as a basis, make these 
tasty desserts: 

Spice Cupcakes 

144 cups ‘“make-your-own-mix 

34 cup brown sugar firmly packed 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

‘1s teaspoon nutmeg 

14 teaspoon ginger 


‘2 cup chopped nuts (or dates 
or raisins) 

‘1 cup sour milk (or ‘4 cup of 
sweet milk with 1% . tsps 
vineger) 

1 egg, beaten 

Blend mix, sugar, spices and 

nuts. Add combined milk and egg. 


Beat to mix thoroughly. Pour bat- 
ter into muffin pans, lightly greas- 
ed. Fill one-half full. Bake in a 
moderate oven, 35 degrees F. about 
25 minutes. Cool slightly before 
removing from pan. 
Family Cake 

2 cups “make-your-own-mix” 

% cup sugar 

% cup milk 

'% tsp. vanilla 
| 1 egg, well beaten

MORE ABOUT TREES: During 
the first four days of last week we 
have planted a total of over 21,000 
trees on 15 different farms. I have 
never known trees to be sent out 
from the murseries so early in the 
season before. They started to 
come on April 19th. 

However it is necessary for these 
little trees to be moved and re- 
planted before the buds start to 
swell, if the transplanting operat- 
ion is to be a success. Quite a 
number of people who had ordered 
rooted trees are fre- 
ceiving cutting instead and they 
are rather disappointed about it. 
Frankly, so am I, as we would 
rather plant qa tree that is well 
svarted than a cutting. 

There is such a heavy demand 


for trees that the provincial nurs-' 


eries just don’t have enough rooted 
trees to supply the demand and 
hence the reason that some of you 
are receiving the outtings instead 


of the rooted trees. 

It is a fact however that these 
cuttings grow quite rapidly and 
should in the first season reach a 
height of about 15 inches. This 
very cool weather has been ideal 
for this tree planting program, as 
they keep well in the bundles for 
much longer than they would if the 
weather were warm. The roots will 
heat and mold jn the tightly closed 
packages in very warm weather. So 
far we have not experienced any 
of that. 

If you want us to plant your 
trees with the planter and have 
your name on our list, we will get 
to your place just as soon as we 
can. Be sure to have your ground 
ready and don't hold us up as we 
have a Jot to do in a short period 
of time.

Bake in a 
moderate oven (375 degrees F.) for 
35 minutes. Yield: Two dumplings. 


Pineapple Upside -Down Cake

Notes From D. 


By Howard J. Fuicher 


Many trees are planted each 
year to serve as farmstead and field 
shelter belts, many more are plant- 
ed as roadside plantings. In ad- 
dition to this ornamental trees are 
|planted singly or in groups about 


homes. 
In the establishing of trees much 


time and effort is spent to prepare 
land as wel) as in the planting it- 
self, Tt is very important then 
that these trees are not lost. The 
land about the tree should be kept 
cultivated. Grass and weeds will 
otherwise encroach on the trees 
and take the available moisture. 
Ground fires can get started jn the 
dry grass in the spring and destroy 
the trees, 

The ideal patern would be to 
have a cover on the ground as you 
find in natural forest cover, this 
Of course js permissable, however 
after the tees become well estab- 
shed this condition more or less 
| developes 
With cultivation the first tew 
| sears the young trees make rapid 
} growth and as they fill in the rows 
; being much larger, cultivation may 
lcease., If there is serious erosion it 
|may be necessary to seed grass to 
- provide a protective land cover, 
| A shelter belt should be protect- 
ed against livestock. In many cas- 
{es this necessitates some fencing. 
|Cattle trample over the young trees 
}do \jmmense damage and often 
| Sone the loss of the selter belt. 

If the trees are given car and 
well looked after for a few years 
they soon become firmly established 
}and provide protection which is 
often required and in addition 
make a farmstead much more at- 
tractive,
